WASHINGTON, June 5.—-The U. S. Supreme Court today condemned to death 
seven framed Negro workers of Martinsville, Va., and upheld jimcrow in the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co.s Stuyvesant Town housing project in New York City. 

In an attempt to obseure these crimes against the Negro peoplé, the high court 
added three decisions ruling out discriminatory practices against Negroes ‘in dining cars, 
and law and ‘graduate schools, but with a hint in one case to make possible continued 
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jimcrow in schools. In these three decisions, 
the court refused to rule on the “separate 
but equal” theory, which is the heart of 
jimcrow practices in the south. 

“ ‘The case against the Martinsville seven 
was disposed of in one brief note merely 
saying that certiorari, or review, was de- 


nied. No reasons were given, and no vote 
was noted. ;

THE SERIES OF National Labor Relations 
Board elections that have been carried through in 
recent weeks in the electrical industry prove one 
important fact—that the administration of the 
United Electrical Radio and Machine Workers 
has a majority of the UNIONIZED workers in 
the General Electric, Westinghouse and RCA 
chains. 

There is a big difference in the vote as taken 
under the Taft-Hartley law and a vote exclusively 
among the unionized workers. 

A plant of 10,000 workers is 
regarded in good shape if 90 
—— belong to the union,

But 
some 2,000 workers in that plant were’ non- 
union. The Sharon, Pa., Westinghouse went IVE 
by a margin of some 500, but there were 800 
non-union. So it was at RCA Camden where the 
IVE won by a margin of $50 and in RCA, Pulaski, 


Va., by only 21 votes.

THE VOTES MUST ALSO be viewed in 
the light of the kind of campaign that has been 
waged against the UE. In most towns the UE 
also had to defeat the ardent campaigners of the 
Catholic Church and the fear of ex-communication. 

In the area of Schenectady, home of General 
Electric, where 16,000 are employed and the UE 
won, the di organ, the Evangelist, printed 
a vicious editorial calling for support of the TUE, 
With that as a basis, churches in 35 area parishes 
printed leaflets and delivered sermons on the eve 
of the election implying in some cases even “mor- 
tal sin” by a vote for the UE. 


A letter by Bishop Gibbons in the Ilion, N. Y., 
area was similarly the basis for sermons in 
churches attended by employes of Remington- 
The same thing happened in Pittsburgh. I 
have before me a bulletin issued by St. William's 
Church containing a rabid appeal for defeat of 
the “atheistic-controlled” UE. 

It goes without saying that the companies and 
their foremen left no stone unturned to help the 
IUE. They promoted hysterical demonstrations in 
plants a day before elections. In Turtle Creek, 
where the East Pittsburgh plant is located, a Me- 
morial Day parade staged by the IUE and the 
National Guard a day before the runoff, was actu- 
ally a pre-election demonstration.

EIGHT YOUNG NEW YORKERS are going to jail 
for 30 days. 

Their crime? They were peacefully petitioning the 
City Welfare Department for relief for a young Negro 
war ‘veteran who was out of a job and hungry. 

One of Mayor O’Dwyer's appointees, Judge Hyman 
Bushel did the job on these young men and women. It 
‘seems New Yorkers cannot petition the sacred Welfare 
Department for ‘anything without facing jail. Listen to 
this well-fed judge vent his rage at the young Americans 
standing before him: 

“These people are loafers, rats. I used to represent 
murderers and burglars, but I think you are worse than 
burglars— rats! They ought to be ruined.” 

One of Judge Bushel’s victims is Jack Gootzeit, a GI 
who lost.an eye in the recent war.

WHILE THE RECENT Supreme Court decision validating the infamous “Section 
9-H” of the Taft-Hartley Act is of special concern to every trade unionist, it also has many 
implications for the entire American people. These are revealed in the dissenting opinion 


of Justice Black where he states: 

“The Court admits, as it must, 
that the ‘ iptions’ of Sec- 
tion 9-H of the Taft-Hartley Act 
rest on ‘beliefs and political af- 
filiation’ and that ‘Congress has 
undeniably discouraged the law- 


‘ful exercise of political free- 


doms’ which are ‘protected by 
the First Amendment’ . . . The 
Court assures us that today's en- 
croachment on liberty is just a
